Despite 
that a couple of punk houses in the east end have started doing 
shows. The Polyhaus on Cariaw and the Grunge Pit on McPhee 
Place and a place on Sterling Avenue, which just did the HASSLER 
record release show. In the west end the Soy Bomb HQ does 
shows in their space using the half pipe as a stage. Parts and 
Labour in Parkdale does the occasional all ages shows, but it is 


usually on a shitty day (Monday). The Hard Luck Bar has moved 
to Dundas Street. The Bovine Sex Club on Queen Street also 
does shows. Every Tuesday is a free punk show. The Horseshoe 
Tavern and Lee's Palace continue to book bigger bands unless 
you are RANCID in which case those go to concert venues. All of 
the clubs have listings in a weekly entertainment rag called Now 
Magazine. And a comprehensive on-line source is justshows.
